Imports, 
on the other hand, are increasing day by 
day, and luxuries from every country in 
the world are being landed at American 
ports, For the time being the United 
States can afford to be extravagant. If 
they exported nothing at all for the next 
five years and imported nothing but 
luxuries, their national balance -sheet 
would probably still be in their favour. 
Nevertheless, the danger is immense. 
There are millions of workers in America, 
all being paid extremely high wages. 
Unless there is work for them to do— 
unless, in other words, America’s foreign 
export trade is developed—there is bound 
to be a crash. High wages without high 
outpat are finally impossible. America, 
like every other country, must work to 
live. á 

The people of the United States cannot 
live by taking in one another'a washing. 
They must do trade with other countries. 
In this respect their business men lack 
the experience of their European com- 
petitors, and expefience is one of’ the 
1mponderabilia of trade which nothing 
else can replace. An example of Ameri- 
can shortsightedness is. afforded by a 
paragraph which we print to-day. The 
Argentine Republic owed the United 
States $50,000,000, a debt which New 
York has refused to renew. The British 
Government now has lent the Argentine 
the money, to pay New York, with the 
result that, in the wopds of La Razon of 
Buenos Aires, “the Argentine for future 
financing, will tarn to England, the tra- 
ditional indulgent Mecca of our country.” 
Now, the Argentine markets re among 
the most important in the world. The 
Southern Republic was the best cash 
customer of the United States, but for 
the sake of a mere trifle, as loans go now- 
a-days, Argentine merchants have been 
thrown into the arms of British exporters. 
A few more Smailer faur pas will ruin 
American trade. There is no doubt what- 
ever that the vast resources of the United 
States give them an incalculable acvan- 
tage, but if their workers will not werk 
and their traglers will not think, their 
great prosperity will be of short duratier.. 
“The old dog,” says an Irish proverb, 
“for the hard road,” and American in. 
dustry has a difficult journey before it. 
Europe is poor to-day, but she has no 
illusions. America is rich, but her people 
are living in a beautiful dream. The 
young Irish emigrants who set sail for her 
shores with hopeful hearts will, doubt- 
less, find plenty of money waiting for 
them, but the present condition of affairs 
cannot continue. Soone®or later Ameri- 
can industry wiil be forced to com- 
pete with European industry and to 
reduce the present prices of its products. 
Then the fantastic wages of American 
workers will either fall or cease alto- 
gether. Unless both Capital and Labour 
in the United States recognise these facts 
and seftle down to work industrial disas- 
ter will overtake them.

Although the Government has conferred 
the been of proportional representation 
upon Jreland, it has taken no step to edu- 
cate’ the electorate in the intricacies of 
the new system of voting.

tude. Since the outbreak of the Euro- 
| Pean War American industry has been 
earning such huge profits that the whole 
system of capitalism in the United States 
| has undergone a radical change. Jack 
Ínow is as good as his master—in most 
cases, indeed, he is his own master. Wages 
have been paid on a scale so latge that 
small fortunes have been saved by work- 
men and their families. Consequently 
the will to work has begun to decrease, 
Work has become largely a wmiatter~—of 
choice rather than of gecessii. There 
have been strikes in abundance, and prices 
have risen to an almost prohibitive level. 
Everything is slowing down. The rail- 
ways are clogged with goods, and delivery 
no longer is prompt and sure. Big in- 
dustries—such; for example, as the wool 
industry—are working at half speed, and 
the enormous wages paid in the building 
trade Qave caused activity in this branch 
of industry virtually to ceasé. 

If Labour has caused a great deal of 
harm to American industry, Capital, by 
its folly, has brought it into grave 
danger. Wall street to-day is like the 
Casino at Monte Carlo. Fortunes are 
made and lost in an hour. Everybody 
speculates and the demand for credit is 
enormous. People seem to be ready to 
invest money in anything, however 
crazy, if the prospectus is attractive and 
the rate of interest sufficiently high. Irish 
Republican Bonds sold like hot cakes in 
the streets of some American cities. An 
issue of shares in the Swiss Navy probabby 
‘would have been over subscribed in 
half an hour. Too much money is as bad 
as no money at all, and the effect of all 
this wild gambling has been to undermine 
the foundation of American fimance. It 
is easy, of course, to over-state the case, 
but a prominent banker in New York, ac- 
cording to The Times, declared publicly last 
week that, unless drastic curtailments of 
credit for non-essential

Statements have recently been appearinz 5 
Dublin newspapers with regard to the allege, 
unreasonable demands of landlords in the ety 
and suburbs, and it has been stated that they 
are not only “out to make the tenants pay 
everything, but not even to give them tha 
right to live.” Obviously such statements ara 
somewhat extravagant, and tend to defeat ths 
purpose for which they‘are made. The tenan, 
has a right to live—a right which cannot well 
be denied him—and the landlord also has , 
right to live; and somewhere between threa 
limits lie the real facts of the situation, anj 
also ution of a problem which has il. 
mittedly been rendered acute by the long acony 
of the war. During the war building oper, 
tions in Dublin,as well as throughout the resi ca 
the United Kingdom were virtually suspended. 
There was a consequent growing ecarcity «f 
housing eccommodation, felt more acutely by 
the working classes,. but also felt in a crowin- 
degree by other classes in the community. Dur. 
ing the war there was an ever-increasing rise in 
the price of building materials, until the prices 
of- these materials, coupled with the ris: n 
wages, reached a point at which private en- 
terprise, in the way of speculative buildinz, 
was brought almost to a stand-still. |:

3. The proposed constitution of the Irish 
Senate is based upon that adopted by the 
majority of the Irish Convention, but is more 
democratic. The Irish Convention recommended 
a pirely nominated body, whereas under the 
present proposal more than half the Senators 
would “be elected by the two Irish Houses of 
Commons, and the remsining members wou! 
be nominated by various bodies. including 
Peers, members of the Irish Privy Council. and 
the Churches in Ireland.

Mr. Macpherson, in moving the secorid read. 
ing of the War Pensions Bill, said that before 
the Great War the pensions of each Service De- 
partment were granted and administered by 
the Service Department itself. During the war 
a number of Pension Acts were passed, hand- 
ing over the duties and powers of the Service 
Departments to the Pensions Minsstry for the 
period of the war. There had heen established 
all over the country a systentyof administration 
which cost a great deal of money—he believed 
five millions a year. The war being over, the. 
situation hed to be viewed in the light of the 
call for economy. The sdministration of the 
post-war period required new legislation. Other- 
wise, now that the war was over, the cases of 
many men would have to be considered by two 
departments. He would have to go to his Ser- 
vice Department for Service recognition, and for 
disability he would have to go to the Pensions 
Department. That meant unnecessary duplica- 
tion of staff, and. it would give men the oppor- 
tunity of playing off one department against, 
another. In the interests qf economy and effi- 
ciency the Government had come to the conclu- 
sion that post-war pensions should be dealt with 
by the appropriate Service Departments. In 
the bill, the end of the war was defined as 
July 31 Of this year. It was proposed that the 
Ministry. of Pensions should now deal - with 
the wound pensions of officers, instead of Ithe 
War Office and Admiralty. He hoped that by 
that transfer they would get rid of hardships, 
and be able to distribute pensions expeditiously. 
Nothing could be finer than the way the county 
committees had discharged their functions, but 
their work had become atereotyped and 
standardised. He was taking power to re- 
organise the various county divisions 
and regroup them, so as to secure 
the best 1 administration in the 
counties, whilst reducing tha expenditure. 
He proposed to substitute, wherever he con- 
sidered it desirable, local committees, acting 
independently. They would be smal] autono- 
mous committees, within the county. The two 
main points of the bill were—first, that the 
Ministry would remain with all its powers to 
deal effectively and efficiently with the great 
work which it was called on to do by these 
various Acts—namely, to deal with the pénsions 
which had arisen out of the war. Secondly, all 
post-war pensions would reverl to the appro- 
priate service iffMwhich the man had sarved. 
Lastly, in. the interests of economy an! 
efficiency he hoped that the House would give 
him power to reorganise and regroup the 
various county committees. 

Mr. Hogge moved the rejection of the bill. 
He expressed his great disappoimtment that all 
pensions were not going to be dealt with by 
one department, and that the Ministry was pro- 
posing to shed some of its powers, and transfer 
them back to Service departments.

Lord Treowen said that he would like to see 
the War Cabinet made permanent im time of 
peace.

The Marquis of Crewe said that he thought 
the great weight of instructed opinion was 
on the side of Lord Haldane, and 
Lord Treowen, in opposition to the 
creation of a Ministry of Defence. 
Mr. Churchill, however, seemed rather to favour 
the proposal at some future time. He (Lord 
Crewe) sincerely hoped that no such. combina- 
tion would ever be brought about. 


EARL CURZON. . : 
Earl’ Curzon, replying for the Government,

CONSTABLE WOUNDED. 


A determired attack on a police patrol] was 
made at Templetuohy village, five miles from 
''Templemore, on Tuesday night. © About mid- 
night a patrol, consisting of three constables, 
with Sergeant Caden in charge, was returning 
to Templetuohy. On entering tie village 
shots rang out from behind a rather high wall. 
One of the patrol, Constable “Coleman; fell, 
wounded in the thigh. Eight shots were fired 
by the attacking parity. he police returned 
the fire, but, it is thought, without effect. 
There were holes made in the wall, through 
which the shots were fired. The place selected 
for the attack is within one hundred yards of 
the police barrack, at the junction of two 
roads. A house in the village, formerly the 
Sinn Fein Hall, was taken possession of and 
occupied by the police, of whom there are 
sixteen in the village. 

Constable Coleman received the wound over 
the knee joint. He was conveyed to the mili- 
tary hospital at Templemore, and subsequently 
io Dublin. He belongs to’ the County 
Monaghan, and was stationed in-the village 
only a few days. No arrests were made.

‘SIR EDWARD CARSON’S 
PATRONAGE, 

The fifst mecting ‘of the General Committee 
of the. newly-formed .' Southern irish Loyalists’ 
Defence Fund ”’ held at the House of 
Commons yesterday afternoon. There was @ 
large aitendance. 

Sir Edward Carson, who presided, explained 
that the object of the movement was to make 
known the plight of loyalists in the South and 
West of Ireland, the dangers with which they 
were threatened ty the revolutionary movement 
in that country, and-to render assistance, where 
possible, m cases of hardship and oppression. 
The. state of Ireland, he said, was worse now 
than it had ever been. The great trouble was 
that the people of Great Britain did not suffi- 
ciently appreciate the gravity of the postition. 
The Defence Fund, he emphasised, was entirely 
unconnected with any political question, such ás 
Home Rule. It was formed simply in the m- 
terests of well-affected persons who are 
threatened with danger to life and property. 
if. such a state of things, he said, existed in 
almost any other country in the world, a Man- 
sion House Fund would have been sect up. The 
commonest instincts of humanity suggested that 
something should be done to meet the position 
of those in peril in the South of Ireland. 

An Executive Committee was formed, includ- 
ing many: members of Parliament, and it was 
decided to open a fund for the purposes re- 
ferred to. 

The work of organisation is already well ad- 
vanced. Meetings in various centres of Great 
Britain are to be held, and many assurances of 
financial help have been received. Temporary 
offices are being opened at 25 Victoria sfreet, 
Westminster, London, 5.W. 1.

“ With the profound conviction that further 
wars, or acts of war, should be avoided, and 
believing that wholesale arrests without arraign- 
ment or trie] disturb the peace and wenquiltty 
of a people, are destructive of human rights, 
and at variance with that principle of liberty 
‘which is embodied in the United States Con- 
stitution in the provision which decrees that 
no person shall be deprived of hope, liberty, 
or property without @ due process at law, the 
undersigned members of Congress of the United 


imprisonment without trial and arraignment of 
all persons resident in Ireland who have been 
arrested for acts of a political nature. We-ask, 
in the spirit of American freedom and love of 
justice, out of our friendliness for the peoples 
of England and Ireland, and in the name of 
international peace, that hereafter, if arrests 
based upon acts of a political nature are made 
in Ireland by the Crown or by any form of 
authority, the right of trial shall, withoue 
unreasonable delay, be accorded the accused.” 
STRONG PRESS COMMENT. 

The New York Times, in an editorial on Sir 
Auckland Geddes’s recent statement with regard 
to Ireland, writes >—“ In particular. the remarks 
of Sir Anckland Geddes abeut the Irish question 
should be attentively pondered by fair-minded 
Americans, and not least by those among them 
who have an old racial attachment~to, and 
passionate sympathy for, Ireland. These some- 
times seem to forget that at present there are 
two Irelands, and that a union of them 
is not possible until the South and 
West have shown by the moderation of their 
methods and .policy that the fears and 
suspicions, whether well or ill-founded, of the 
North are baseless, 

The Home née Bill, which has passed its 
second reading, provides two Paruaments, “is 
up two largely self-governing political divisions 
in Ireland. It is true that the Sinn Feine:s 
are violently hostile to it, while the Ulster eix- 
county area_accepts reluctantly; but what more 
can the British Parliament do? Any in- 
dependent Irish Republic can never exist until 
the British Empire is destroyed. A glance at 
the map is sufficient to show why. If the 
British Governneens in our time has made many 
blunders in its Irish policy, none the less it 
has tried to make Irishmen satisfied and 
prosperous. It ie in the power, if it is in the 
wish, of the Irish in Ireland to settle thbir age- 
long differences. The British democracy wishes 
to do them justice.
